AT  the  Congress  of  the  Archaeological  Societies,  held  on 
July  ioth,  1901,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  a  systematic  record  of  ANCIENT  DEFENSIVE 
EARTHWORKS  AND  FORTIFIED   ENCLOSURES. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  secretaries  of  the  various  archaeological 
societies,  and  other  gentlemen  likely  to  be  interested  in  the  subject, 
should  be  pressed  to  prepare  schedules  of  the  works  in  their 
respective  districts,  in  the  hope  that  lists  may  eventually  be 
published. 

It  is  believed  that  the  schedules  will  not  only  be  of  value  to 
archaeologists  and  antiquaries,  but  may  serve  to  interest  landowners, 
members  of  County,  Borough,  and  District  Councils,  and  others,  in 
these  neglected  but  priceless  memorials  of  the  past. 

As  the  opportunities  to  use  their  influence  towards  the  preser- 
vation of  antiquities  must  increase,  the  importance  of  securing  the 
co-operation  of  County,  Borough,  and  District  Councils  is  manifest, 
and  their  efforts  would  be  largely  directed  and  aided  by  such  lists 
as  the  Committee  hopes  to  secure. 


The  ground  has  been,  to  some  extent,  covered  by  the  useful 
archaeological  map-  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  and  by  lists  of 
early  forts  recorded  in  some  volumes  of  the  Victoria  County 
Histories  (now  in  course  of  publication) ;  both  together,  however, 
cover  but  a  limited  portion  of  the  country,  and  neither  work  is  so 
illy   accessible   as   it   is    hoped    the    Committee's    schedules 

Will     lie. 

Not  to  court    failure  by  attempting   too  much  the  Committee 
^ts  that — 

i.  The  lists  should  be  confined  to  defensive  works,  omitting 
burial  barrows  and  boundary  banks. 

2.  Though  careful  iveord  should  be  made  of  any  "finds" 
indicative  of  period  of  use  of  the  forts,  no  effort  need  be 
made  to  assign  a  definite  period  of  construction,  excepting 
in  those  cases  in  which  the  age  is  beyond  question,  e.g. 
camps  and  fortified  settlements  of  undoubted  Roman 
origin,  or  enclosures  of  proved  Neolithic,  Bronze,  or 
Iron 

It  is  proposed  that  defensive  works  be  classified,  so  far  as  may 
be,  under  the  following  heads  : — 

a.  Fortresses  partly  inaccessible,  by  reason  of  precipices, 
cliffs,  or  water,  additionally  defended  by  artificial  banks 
or  walls. 
i .  Fortresses  on  hill-tops  with  artificial  defences,  following  the 
natural  line  of  the  hill ; 
Or,  though  usually  on  high  ground,  less  dependent  on 
natural  slopes  for  protection. 

c.  Rectangular  or  other  simple  enclosures,  including  forts  and 

towns  of  the  Romano-British  period. 

d.  Forts  consisting  only  of  a  mount    with    encircling  ditch 

or  fosse, 
i.    Fortified  mounts,  either  artificial    or   partly  natural,  with 

traces  of  an  attached  court  or  bailey,  or  of  two  or  more 

such  courts. 
f.  Homestead    moats,    surh   as   abound    in    some    lowland 

districts,    consisting   of    simple    enclosures   formed  into 

artificial  islands  by  water  moats. 
G.  Works  which  fall  under  none  of  these  headings.

Homestead  moats  occasionally  have  traces  of  a  rampart, 
usually  on  the  inner  side  of  the  ditch.  This  should 
be  mentioned,  also  the  shape  of  the  enclosure  (circular, 
rectangular,  &c).  A  note  should  be  made  of  examples 
in  which  channels  divide  the  enclosure  into  two  or  more 
islands,  and  of  those  which  are  provided  with  an  outer 
moat  (generally  narrower)  at  some  distance,  enclosing  a 
considerable  area  round  the  homestead. 
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N.B. 

In  every  case  in  which  masonry  is  used  for  defence,  whethc 
wholly  or  in  part,  or  as  an  inside  wall  to  the  rampart,  or  as  the 
rampart  itself,  the  fact  should  be  mentioned. 

.The  existence  of  mounds  or  tumuli  entirely  within  defensive 
enclosures  should  be  noted. 

When  a  fortress  is  provided  with  more  than  one  rampart  or 
wall,  the  fact  should  be  recorded,  as  also  when  the  enclosed  aria 
is  divided  by  transverse  banks.  It  should  also  be  noted  whether 
such  additional  ramparts  or  their  ditches  are  intermittent  or 
continuous,  and  whether  the  entrances  are  direct  or  of  a  tortuous 
character. 

It  is  specially  desired  that  the  position  of  each  work  be 
indicated  by  noting  the  number  of  the  sheet  of  the  O.  S.  (6-inch 
scale)  in  which  it  appears,  and  by  giving  the  name  of  the  nearest 
town  or  village. 

Plans  traced  from  the  25-inch  O.  S.  maps  should,  if  possible, 
be  sent.  Ramparts  and  ditches  should  be  clearly  indicated,  as  in 
the  accompanying  illustrations,  as  well  as  the  O.  S.  levels,  and 
accurate  sections  will  be  of  great  service.  Precipices,  as  at  Comb 
Moss,  and  abrupt  slopes,  as  at  Main  Tor,  should  be  indicated  as  ' 
shewn  on  the  accompanying  plans,  and  named.  . 

Although  lists  of  all  defensive  earthworks  and  enclosures  will  be 
welcomed,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  plans  and  sections  of  them, 
based  upon  personal  examination,  are  particularly  desired. 

Though  not  strictly  within  the  scope  of  this  enquiry,  it  is 
suggested  that  all  mediaeval  castles  should  be  included  in  the 
schedules,  since  many  of  them  originated  in  earthworks  of  Class  E. 

Assistance  will  be  duly  recorded  in  the  report  which  the 
Committee  hopes  to  present  to  a  future  Congress  of  Archaeological 
Societies.

Apologies  for  the  shortness  and  other  imperfections 
of  the  presenl  Report  are  perhaps  hardly  needed  at  a 
time  when  the  minds  of  most  men  are  fixed  on  mattei 
more  important  than  archaeology.  But  it  is  due  to  the 
Earthworks  Committee  to  mention  briefly  the  difficulties 
which  have  attended  their  work.  Since  the  war  began 
their  usual  meetings  have  been  in  abeyance;  their  chair- 
man is  serving  the  Empire  in  the  ranks  of  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps,  while  their  lion.  Secretary,  owing 
to  pressure  of  work  at  the  War  Office,  has  barely  been 
able  to  give  any  time  to  the  work  of  the  Committee, 
[ndeed,  tin-  Report  could  hardly  have  been  compiled 
had  not  the  late  Hon.  Secretary.  Air.  A.  <i.  ('hater, 
kindly  collected  ami  arranged  practicallj  all  the  mat!  rial 
for  it.  His  help  has  been  given  in  spite  of  the  fact 
he  himself  since  last  August  has  been  regularly  at  work 
in  a  Government  Department  on  pressing  services  in 
connection  with  the  war. 

Destruction  does  not  hulk  very  large  this  year, 
though  the  reports  of  the  damage  being  done  to  the 
many  and  valuable  Cornish  monuments,  to  the  gnat 
Cambridgeshire  Dykes,  and  to  VVoilebury  Camp,  call  for 
action.  The  attention  of  tin  [nspector  of  Ancient  Monu- 
ments has  keen  called  to  the  latter  case.     The  damage 


to  the  Dykes  should  nol  be  possible  within  a  few  miles 
of  I  lambridge.  The  Cambridge  University  Digging  Club, 
whose  formation  is  a  welcome  sign  of  increasing  interest 
in  British  archaeology,  might  devote  some  of  its  energies 

to  arousing  the  University  authorities  to  the  duty  of 
pn  serving,  as  well  as  exploring  these  unwritten  records 
of  past  history  in  their  own  district.  Some  day.  when 
these  things  are  better  understood,  remains  such  as  the 
Dykes  will  be  part  of  the  "instructional  material "  for 
historical  purposes  at  Cambridge. 

The  greaf  amount  of  entrenching,  hutting  and  other 
work  going  on  all  over  the  country,  often  on  ground  that 
has  never  been  under  tillage,  might  have  keen  expected 
to  resull  in  many  interesting  discoveries.  So  far,  no 
reports  of  any  such  finds  have  come  to  hand,  nor  have 
there  been  complaints  of  damage  or  destruction  to 
ancient  earthworks  by  those  engaged  on  constructing 
modi  ra  ones.  That  the  soldiers  were  alive  to  the  possi- 
bilities of  their  work  was  shown  amusingly  by  some 
north-eounti  \  officers  employed  in  the  Midlands,  who 
carved  and  set  up  epigraphic  records  of  their  trenching 
in  imitation  of  Roman  inscriptions. 

Dr.  Williams-Freeman's  account  of  the  earthworks 
of  Hampshire,  which  has  been  announced  as  in  progress 
in  several  of  our  Reports,  lias  at  last  appeared,  and  is 
recorded  in  the  Bibliography.  Like  Mr.  Heywood 
Sumner's  account  of  the  Cranborne  Chase  earthworks, 
it  may  he  welcomed  as  a  direct  outcome  of  the  work  of 
the   Committee.     The   description   of  the   earthworks  is 


prefaced  by  some  useful  chapters  on  field  archaeoli 
which  will  be  of  value  to  all  who  wish  to  take  up  the 
simly.  We  understand  that  Mr.  Sumner  is  now  study- 
ing the  earthworks  of  the  New  Forest.  Attention  may 
also  be  called  to  the  evidence  afforded  by  our  Biblio- 
graphy in  this  and  previous  Reports,  of  similar  valuable 
work  which  Mr.  T.  J.  Westropp  has  been  doing  in 
Ireland  for  many  years  past. 

We   have   also  ed    within    the   last  day  or   two 

plans,  &c,  i  of  the  earthworks  on  Salisbury  Plain, 

from  Air.  Percy  Farrer,  of  Andover.     Mr.  Farrer  under- 
took a  section  of  the  Plain  some  time  ago,  a-  mentioned 
in  the  Report   Eor   L909,  hut  various  causes  haw  delayed 
the  work,  which  we  understand  Mr.  Farrer  prep 
continue. 

In  conclusion,  we  musl  again  thank  Mr.  A.  <i. 
Chater  for  the  invaluable  hdp  he  has  given  in  the 
preparation  of  this  Report.  <>ur  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mr.  George  Clinch.  Librarian  to  the  Society  of  Anti- 
quaries and  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Con 
Archaeological  Societies,  for  help  in  the  preparation  of 
the     Bibliography,    and     to    the  -native-    of    the

interference  ami  destruction. 

<    i]  -.wall.—  Tt  had  been   arra id   that  a  systematic  inspection 

of  the  ancient  monuments  of  Cornwall  should  be  made  during  the 
summer  of  1914,  the  Inspectors  being  Mr.  Thurstan  Peter,  F.S.A., 
President  of  the  Royal  Institution  of  Cornwall,  Mr.  Henry  .Tenner, 
K.S.A.,  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Royal  Institution  of  Cornwall  and  Chairman 
of  the  County  Council  Committee  on  Ancient  Monuments,  and  Mr. 
.1.  B.  Cornish,  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Penzance  Natural  History  and  Anti- 
quarian Society,  and  the  County  Council  voted  a  sum  for  out  of 
pocket  expenses.  The  ins]  ection  has  been  deferred  on  account  of 
the  war. 

Oxfordshire. — The  Rev.  .1.  E.  Field  in  "  The  Myth  of  the  Pent 
Cuckoo"  (Elliot  Stock,  1913),  describes  a  little  known  earthwork 
running  parallel  with  "  Grim's  Dyke,"  across  the  bend  of  the  Thames 
from  Benson  to  Medmenham.  It  terminated  at  each  end  in  a  quad- 
rangular camp  on  the  river,  the  still  existing  "Danes  Ditches"  at 
Medmenham  and  an  entrenchment  near  the  church  at  Benson,  which 
has  now  disappeared,  though  records  of  it  are  to  be  found  in  local 
histories  and  its  site  ia  known. 

erset. — In  .lime,  1914,  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
followed  the  course  of  Wansdyke  from  the  point  a  little  east  of 
Bathford,  where  it  joins  the  Roman  road  on  the  borders  of  Somerset 
,iii  1  Wiltshire,  westward  to  Maesknoll,  some  three  miles  south  of 
Bristol,  the  furthest   pomi   to  which   it  can   be  traced  with  certainty. 


In  the  neighbourhood  of  Hath  the  traces  of  it  shown  by  Sir  Richard 
Colt  Hoare  are  to  a  great  extent  obliterated,  but  the  explorer  found  its 
track  in  many  places  where  it  is  not  shown  in  the  6"  Ordnance  maps, 
or  described  in  any  detail  by  the  Wiltshire  antiquary.  lie  also  found 
on  its  line,  a  little  south  of  Newton  Park,  a  small  square  entrench- 
ment which  has  apparently  not  hitherto  been  recorded.  The  dyke 
joins  the  vallum  of  this  at  the  N.W.  and  S.E.  angles.  A  section  of 
the  ditch  exposed  in  a  quarry  on  odd  Down  showed  that  at  this  point 
the  ditch  had  been  cut  through  the  solid  oolite  rock.  (See  Biblio- 
graphy— Somersetshire  Archaeological,  etc.,  Society.)

Sussex.     Mr.  II.  S.  Toms,  Hon.  Sec.  of  aon  and  Hove 

Archaeological  Club,  reports  that  the  attention  of  the  Club  has  been 
drawn  to  a  square  earthwork  within  the  larger  circular  hill-fort  of 
Thundersbarrow,  near  Brighton,  while  several  minor  earthworks  have 
been  recorded  and  surveyed  in  the  same  county. 


DESTRUCTION. 

Cambridgeshire. — It  is  reported  that  Balsham  (or  Fleam)  Dyke 
and  the  Devil's  Dyke  are  still  being  used  as  quarries  from  which  to 
obtain  chalk. 

Carnarvonshire.  Penmaenmawr.  The  destruction  of  this  great 
bill  fortress,  so  often  deplored  in  thi    e  Reports,  still  continues. 

Cornwall. — Mr.  Henry  Jenner,  F.S.A.,  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Royal 

In  tit (if  Cornwall,  reports  as  follows: — "The  usual  progress  of 

destruction   through   agricultural  opei  tc.   (ploughing,    ca: 

off  stones  to  mend  roads,  or  oven  to  build  houses),  still  goes  on.  I 
bear  that  Chun  Castle  in  Madron,  Bartinney  in  St.  Just,  and  the 
circle  at  Treryn  Downs,  Zennor,  have  suffered  perceptibly  through  the 
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carrying  off  of  stones  since  last  year.  Bosence  (Bossens)  and  Carna- 
bargus  in  St.  Erth,  Castle  Kayle  in  Phillack,  Gear  in  Gwinear, 
Tredinnick  in  Gulval,  the  earthwork  at  the  foot  of  Tregonning  Hill 
in  Breage,  Polwin  in  Cury,  Tregoose  in  Mawgan,  Trenowen  in 
Manaecan,  Dingerein  in  Gorrans,  are  among  those  which  are  suffer- 
ing a  gradual  destruction  through  ploughing,  etc."  The  case  of 
Bosence  is  especially  regrettable,  as  it  is  practically  the  only  earth- 
work in  West  Cornwall  which  has  yielded  an  appreciable  quantity  of 
Roman  remains. 

Somerset. — Worlebury.  The  dilapidation  of  the  walls  of  this 
camp  is  reported  as  continuing. 

Westmorland. — A  barrow  on  the  river  Belab,  Westmorland, 
close  to  the  railway  bridge,  between  Kiikby  Stephen  and  Barras,  has 
been  removed  to  the  level  of  the  surrounding  ground.  Under  two 
great  stones  charcoal  was  found  ;  but  the  Rev.  T.  Westgarth,  vicar  of 
Stainmore,  hopes  to  continue  digging  in  search  for  an  interment 
at  a  lower  level. 

Yorkshire. — Lee  Hill  Camp.  Mr.  Percival  Ross  reports  the 
partial  destruction  of  a  large  circular  enclosure,  consisting  of  a  loose 
stone  rampart,  known  as  Lee  Hill  Camp,  near  to  the  Slack  Roman 
fort,  three  miles  west  of  Huddersfield.  Half  of  the  circle  was 
destroyed  by  quarrying  some  years  ago ;  since  then  the  stones  of  the 
S.E.  quadrant  have  been  carted  away,  and  in  April,  1914,  only  the 
N.E.  quadrant  remained. 


EXPLORATION. 

Cambridgeshire.—  Cambridge.  "  Tho  King's  Ditch  "  was  exposed 
uring  the  excavations  for  the  extension  of  the  Masonic  Hall,  and 
many  interesting  objects  were  found.  A  previously  unknown  ditch 
was  found  to  run  between  the  -lews'  Quarter  at  the  corner  of  Market 
Hill  and  the  site  of  St.  Benet's  Priory.

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Dr.  A.  Bulleid  as  Secretary,  and  Mr.  II.  St.  George  Gray  as  Director 
of  Excavations.     Owing  to  the  war  no  work  has  yet  been  undertaken. 

Sussex.  — Dr.  Eliot  Curwen  has  recently  cut  sections  across  a 
"  covered  way"  on  New  timber  Hill,  six  miles  N'orth  of  Brighton. 

Wiltshire. — Avebury.  It  was  hoped  to  continue  the  excavations 
in  the  fosse  and  vallum  al  Avebury  this  spring,  but  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  labour  the  British  Association  Committee  had  to 
postpone  the  work.  Mr.  II.  St.  George  Gray  bus,  however,  spent  a 
fortnight  at  Avebury  this  spring  to  complete  bis  plan  of  the  whole 
area. 

■ .     Old  Sarum.     Excavations  at  Old  Sarum  were  continued 

in  1914  till  the  war  broke  out,  and  an  account  of  the  section  cut  in  the 
rampart  will  be  published  in  the  forthcoming  report. 

— .  Lidbury  Camp.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  II.  Cunnington 
excavated  Lidbury  Gamp,  near  Upavon,  in  the  summer  of  1914. 
Fortunately  the  work  was  practically  completed  when  the  war  broke 
out,  but  the  publication  of  the  report  will  be  unavoidably  delayed.

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CLASSIFICATION 

The    classification    of    defensive    works    recommended    by  the

c.  Rectangular  or  other  enclosures  of  simple  plan  (including 

forts  and  towns  of  the  Romano-British  period). 

i>.  Forts  consisting  only  of  a  mount  with  encircling  moat  or 
fosse. 

t.  Fortified  mounts,  wholly  or  partly  artificial,  with  remains 
of  an  attached  court  or  bailey,  or  showing  two  or  more 
such  courts. 

f.   Homestead    moats,    consisting    of    simple    or   compound 

enclosures   formed  into  artificial  islands  by  water  moats. 

,,.  Enclosure  .  mostly  rectangular,  partaking  of  the  form 
of  F,  but  protected  by  stronger  defensive  works,  ram- 
parted and  fossed,  and  in  some  instances  provided  with 
outworks. 

ii.   Ancient  vill  protected  by  walls,  ramparts  or  fosses. 

x.  Defensive  or  other  works  which  fall  under  none  of  the 
above  headings. 
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THE   Earthworks  Committee  again  ask  indulgence 
for  any  shortcomings  in  their  Report.     All  the 
difficulties  referred  to  in  last  year's  Report  still 
ittend   the  work  of  the  Committee,   while  Mr.   A.  G. 
Chater,  who  gave  invaluable  help  in  the  compilation 
of  the   last    Report,   is   now   a   Royal   Naval    Iv-^erve 
officer. 

With  regard  to  the  remarks  in  the  last  Report 
about  damage  to  the  great  dykes  in  Cambridgeshire, 
the  Committee  is  informed  that  no  new  damage  lias 
been  done  in  recent  years.  It  has  also  been  pointed 
out  that  Cambridge  University  has  no  control  over  the 
lands  on  which  the  dykes  are  situated,  and  has  no 
power  to  prevenl  their  being  injured,  as  the  Report 
I  uggest.      It    was  not   actually  intended  to 

imply  that  the  University  was  itself  in  any  way  re- 
sponsible, but  that  if  such  ancient  monuments  were 
better  defended  by  the  learned,  injury  to  them  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  of  a  gr<  a1  i  entre  of  learning 
w  i  luld  not  be  possible. 

Unhappily,   it   will   be  seen   from   the   particulars 

appended  to  this  Report  that  vandalism,  due  to  care- 

lessness  or  ignorance,  is  always  to  I"'  feared  and  must 

onstantly  be  guard<  d  against,  even  in  the  case  of  such 

a  well-known  and  precious  monument  as  Stonehenge, 


belonging  to  an  owner  fully  aware  oi  it-  great    value 
and  up*  i   anxiou     to  ird  Lt.      Happily,  by  the 

vigilance  of  local  archaeologists,  the  danger  which,  in 
spite  of  the  anxiety  oi  the  military  authorities  to  avoip 
injuring  any  ancient  monuments,   had   threatened   to 
harm  the  stones  and  to  destroy  their  encin  ling  i  ixth 
work   through   the  action   oi   subordinates,   has    l 
averted.      Bui    the  case   is  a   striking   illustration   oi 
how  irreparable   injury   may    easilj     be    done    aln 
inadvertent  h 

Another  instance,  thai  of  Cannington  Park  Camp 
(Somerset),  is  more  serious,  and  shows  the  problem 
which  arises  when  commercial  interests  conflicl  with 
the  preservation  of  an  ancient  monument.  The  Com- 
mittee wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  with  Which 
their  representations  in  this  matter  were  received  \<\ 
the  owner,  the  late  Lord  Clifford;  while  Mr.  Alfred 
p.errv,  the  tenant,  has  pu1  his  <  ase  very  fairly  before 
the  Somersei  hire  Archaeological  and  Natural  History 
Society.  The  fad  remains,  however,  thai  a1  presenl 
the  camp,  which  many  believe  to  be  a  site  of  remark- 
able historii  int<  resl  i  afe  merely  because  ii  is 
doubtful  whethei  the  mineral  veins  which  underlie  it 
are  suffii  ientl]  i  i(  h  to  make  its  d<  t]  in  tion  profitable. 
Any  developmi  nts  will  be  carefullj  watched  \<\  a 
membei  oi  the  Committee,  and  a  complete  survey  oi 
the  camj),  with  contours,  etc.,  will,  it  is  hoped  be 
made. 

This  case  brings  oul  forcibly  a  weak  point  in  the 
Ancient  Monument  Consolidation  and  Amendment 
Act ,  viz.,  thai  then  <  :i  its  no  powei  to  give  <  ompen 
sation,  oi  to  a<  quire  a  site,  \  here  the  d(  struction  oi 
,m  i  ,11  thwork  or  othei  am  i(  n1  monumenl  would  be 
to  the  pecuniary  advantage  oi  it-  owner  or  tenant. 
It  remains  to  be  een  how  far  the  1  egislature  will  be 
willing  in  such  a  case  to  put  in  force  the  compulsory 
powei  of  preservation  thai  now  exists. 


In  view  of  the  negative  observations  of  former 
archaeologists,  even  of  such  distinguished  men  as 
Sir  Richard  Colt  Hoare  and  General  Pitt-Rivers,  the 
tracing  of  Wansdyke  in  Savernake  Forest  by  Messrs. 
H.  C.  Brentnall  and  A.  R.  Gidney  (some  part  of  whose 
wink  the  Hon.  Secretary  can  confirm)  is  very  valuable, 
and  shows  the  importance  of  testing  the  conclusions 
of  former  workers  in  the  field. 

Excavations  at  Borrans  Fort  (Westmorland),  at 
Durrington  Walls,  near  Stonehenge,  and  at  Old  Sarum 
(1914)  gave  interesting  results,  but  very  little  archaeo- 
logical work  has  been  done  owing  to  the  War,  and 
there  is  little  else  that  calls  for  comment. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Earl  of 
Crawford  and  Balcarres,  has  recently  been  recalled 
from  active  service  to  become  President  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  and  the  Committee  regret  to  report 
the  death  of  one  of  their  members,  Dr.  Robert 
Cochrane,  I.S.O.,  F.S.A.,  Secretary  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Ireland,  which  took  place  on 
March  17th.  Since  he  joined  the  Committee,  Dr. 
Cochrane  had  made  valuable  contributions  respecting 
Irish  earthworks  to  the  Reports.  The  Committee  are 
glad  to  saj'  that  Mr.  T.  J.  Westropp,  who  is  now 
President  of  the  same  society,  has  promised  to  con- 
tinue these  reports  from  Ireland. 

Mr.  George  Clinch.  Librarian  of  the  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  and  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Congress

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W'ii  rsmRE.  In  October,  i < > 1 5 .  I  ieut.  General  Sir  W.  Pitcairn 
Campbell,  K.C.B.,  Commander-in-chief,  Southern  Command,  at 
the  instance  ol  the  Rev.  G.  II.  Engleheart,  I  oca!  Secretary  of  the 
Society  oi  Antiquaries,  with  a  view  to  the  better  safeguarding  of 
the  antiquities  on  Salisbury  Plain,  published  in  the  Command 
Orders  .1  caution  against  "excavations  in  mounds  or  barrows 
which  are  obviouslj  am  Lent  burying-plai  This  follows  the 
recognised  practice  of  the  War  Office  with  regard  to  earthworks, 
thei  remains  of  archaeological  value.  (See  also  under  Des- 
truction.) 

Messrs.  II.  C.  Brentnall  and  A.  R.  Gidney  have  dis- 
covered several  lengths  of  vallum  and  ditch  in  Savernake  Forest, 
in  the  line  of  Wansdyke,  which  show  that,  if  the  dyke  was  not 
continued  through  the  forest,  it  was  at  least  carried  across  the 
open  parts  of  it.  Thc\  have  also  discovered  the  point  where  it 
entered  the  forest  on  the  west  and  an  unrecorded  stretch  of  rampart 
between  the  forest  and  Chisbury  Camp  on  the  east,  which  possibly 
marks  the  line  "t  the  dyke. 

Yorkshire. — Mr.  Edward  Wooler,  F.S.A.,  reports  discoveries 
at  Catterick  (Cataractonium)  during  the  erection  of  a  new  military 
station  then-,  which  will  shortly  be  described. 

-  Dr.  I'".  Villy  has  described  some  earthworks  and 
mounds,  which  were  possibly  connected  with  them,  at  Norton 
Tower,  Rylstone.  These  may  be  prehistoric,  but  utilised  in 
mediaval  times.      (See  BIBLIOGRAPHY:    Villy.)

I  imes  on  May  coth,  1916, 
t.i  the  way  in  which  tins  camp  had  been  disfigured  by  being  used 
for  grazing  mules,  and  to  the  greater  danger  it  was  in  of  damage

The  camp  appears  to  I 
very  early  date,  and  is  interesting  historically  as  .1  suggested  site 
for  "  Cynuit  Castle,"  where  King  Alfred's  forces  won 
tory  over  the  Danes  in  a.d.

Wiltshire.-  In  February,  C916,  Mr.  Heywood  Sumner,  F.S.A., 
reported  to  the  Rev.  G.  H  Englehearl ,  Local  S 
of  Antiquaries,  thai  the  ancienl  right-of-way  track  through  the 
earthwork  ring-enclosure  of  Stonehenge  was  being  constantlj  en 
largcd  by  militarj  traffic.

Sussex.-  Dr.  Eliot  Curwen  cut  a  section  across  Stane  Streel 
and  an  accompaming  bank  on  Ilalnaker  Hill  in  August,  1915.  a 
report  of  which  will  shortly  appear. 

Westmorland.  The  excavations  at  Borrans  Fort  at  the  head 
of  Windermere,  carried  out  by  Professor  Haverfield,  tin-  .Messrs. 
Collingwood.  and  the  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Archaeological 
Society,  revealed  the  ditch  of  an  early  Roman  fort  with  relics  of 
tlie  late  first  century,  over  which  a  later  fort  had  been  built  in  the 
early  second  century.  The  two  forts  were  roughly  oblong;  the 
later  one  lay  at  right  angles  to  the  earlier.  The  ramparts  of  this 
earlier  fort,  probably  only  of  clay  and  earth,  have  disappeared; 
but  there  may  have  been  wooden  defences  also.  The  later  fort  had 
a  stone  wall  round  it  and  stonework  at  its  gates  and  turrets.  Its 
north-west  corner  perhaps  rested  on  an  isolated  rocky  mound. 
The  most  striking  find  was  ,1  bundle  of  eleven  iron  spear-heads  with 
leaf-shaped  blades.  This  fort  appears  to  have  been  lust  established 
in  the  time  of  Agricola,  and  its  surface  to  have  been  afterwards 
levelled  with  clay  for  the  building  ol  the  Liter  work. 

Wiltshire. — Durrington.     Mr.   Percy   Farrer,  continuing  his 

examination  of  the  earthworks  on  Salisbury  Plain,  referred  to  in 
the  last  Report,  has  cut  sections  through  the  ramparts  of  the  earth- 
work known  as  Durrington  Walls.  He  finds  that  the  whole  work 
is  artificial  (not  partly  natural,  as  was  suggested  by  Sir  R.  Colt 
Hoare).  Finds  were  few,  but  included  a  fragment  of  a  late-Celtic 
pot  from  a  rabbit  hole,  while  in  one  of  the  sections  there  was  found 
the  greater  part  of  an  apparently  Bronze  Age  skeleton,  and  a  layer 
of  charcoal  containing  burnt  human  bones,  calcined  Hints,  and  a 
piece  ot  ornamented  pottery,  probably  part  of  a  Bronze  Age  beaker. 
The  charcoal  layer  appeared  to  rest  nn  the  origin. d  surface. 

Old  Sartim.  During  the  excavations  of  11)14,  a  deep 
cutting  was  made  into  the  exterior  slope  of  the  northern  mediaeval 
rampart  of  the  city,  and  the  discoveries  made  suggest  that  two 
earlier  ramparts  had  been  destroyed  in  the  Norman  reconstruction 
oi  the  fortress.     Vast  quantities  of  chalk  had  also  been  deposited 


behind  thi   i  url   in  wall  to  raise  th<  round  foi  thi 

rebuilding  of  the  city,  and  th<-  whole  outhne  ol  the  bill  was  thus 
altered.     Future  ex        tions  will,  one  hopes,  provide  data   I

Yorksiiiki  The  excavations  at  Slack,  near  Huddersfield, 
were  continued  bj  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological  Society,  under  the 
supcrinti'iul.-nrr  ui  Mi  i  M  Woodward,  rhe  system  of  defi 
on  the  easl  »id<  ol  the  fort  was  cleared  up,  and  considerable  pro- 
gress made  with  the  work  ol  laying  bare  the  sites  of  buildings 
in  the  same  quarter.

KKPORT  TO   THE   COUNCIL    FOE   THE    YKAK    L918. 

The  Couucil  of  the  Kent  Archaeological  Society  has  the  pleasure 
to  present  its  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  For  the  year 
ending  :il  December  11)1  8, 

Although  during  the  pasl  jrear  Archaeological  work  has  been 
curried  on  with  difficulty,  yel  the  Reports  of  our  Local  Secretaries 
shew  that  it  lias  not  been  altogether  in  abeyance. 

Those  include  tin-  discovery  of  Roman  cinerary  urns,  etc.,  at 
Folkestone;  foundations  unearthed  near  Richborough  Castle;  old 
arches  uncovered  at  Sandwich  ;  vaults  or  graves  at  Greenwich,  and 
Coins  in  Sheppey.  The  latest,  report  to  hand  informs  us  that  the 
plaster  of  the  interior  of  Lydd  Church  is  being  stripped,  and  that 
important  remains  of  the  original  Saxon  Church,  embodied  in  the 
north  aisle,  have  already  been  brought  to  light.  Our  colleague, 
Mr.  Finn,  is  in  charge  of  the  work,  and  his  detailed  account  of  the 
discoveries  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

Members  may  possibly  have  been  disappointed  with  the  small 
bulk  of  the  last  Volume,  XX  XI II.,  of  Archceologia  Cuntiana  as 
compared  with  previous  issues,  but  the  enhanced  cost  of  paper  and 
the  enormous  (and  it  is  to  be  feared  permanent)  increase  in  the 
cost  of  printing  and  block-making  absolutely  precluded  the  pro- 
duction of  a  volume  of  the  like  scale  with  former  volumes.  At 
the  same  time  the  desirability  of  producing  an  annual  volume  was 
being  urged  upon  the  Council  as  the  surest,  means,  in  the  absence 
of  yearlj  excursions,  of  maintaining  the  interest  of  Members  in  the. 

objects  of  the  Society.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  if  volumes  are 
to  appear  in  the  future  at  shorter  intervals  than  hitherto,  they 
must  of  necessity  be  of  diminished  bulk,  though  it  is  hoped  that 
the  importance  and  high  standard  of  such  articles  as  are  published 
therein  may  compensate  for  the  inevitable  decrease  in  quantity. 
Special  efforts  are  being  taken  to  insure  the  best  possible  results  in 
the  printing  of  the  illustrations. 

The  Annual  Summer  Meeting  held  at  Canterbury  in  July, 
though  necessarily  restricted  to  a  half-day,  was  well  attended, 
and  the  occasion  will  be  memorable  for  tin?  presentation  of  a 
Congratulatory  Address  to  our   President   and    l.adv   Northbourue 


on  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  their  wedding  day.     The  Castle  and 

the  remains  of  the  houses  of  the  Grey  and  Black  Friars  were 
visited,  and  described  respectively  by  Sir  W.  II.  St.  . I  elm  Hope, 
P.S  L,  and  Mr.  E.  II.  Little,  both  gentlemen  giving  addresses  of 
exceptional  interest  and  value. 

The  site  of  the  Franciscan  house  has  lately  been  acquired  by 
Captain  James,  who  is  a  .Member  of  our  Society  and   is  anxious  not 
only  to  preserve  what   time  lias   spared   of   this  ancient  institution, 
but    to    elucidate    the    complete    ground    plan    of     its    demol 
buildings. 

With  regard  t.i  future  work,  useful  suggestions  from  various 
Members  have  bet  n  received  by  the  lion.  Secretary,  amongst  which 
ollowing  appear  to  be  the  most  noteworthy  : — 

(1)  The  formation  of  a  collection  of  County  Place  Names, 
together  with  their  meanings. 

The  Council  will  welcome  contributions  to  such  a  collection, 
and  those  interested  in  the  subject  should  send  their  lists  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary.  The  Council  ventures  to  suggest  that  workers 
should  follow  the  lines  adopted  by  Mr.  B  G-.  Roberts  in  his  Sussex 
flace  Names,  published  by  the  Cambridge  Antiquarian  Society. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Catalogue  of  Church  Plate  in 
Kent,  commenced  by  the  late  W.  A.  Scott  Robertson  and 
continued  by  the  Rev.  C.  Eveleigb  Woodruff  and  others. 

(15)  Further  elucidation  of  the  so-called  "Pilgrim's  Road," 
especially  in  the  light -which  the  records  of  .Manorial  Courts 
may  throw  upon  the  subject . 

(1)    Che  siudv  of  Folklore — a  subject  which  hitherto  has 
almost  entirely  neglected  by  our  Society. 

Che  Council  would  commend  these  matters 'to  the  attention  of 
Member 

Che  Hon.  Secretary  regrets  that  during  the  war  it  proved 
impossible  to  arrange   lor  the  Annual   Meeting  of  the  lion.  Local 

Secretaries,  since  he  believes  that  these  gatherings  were  both  pleasant 
tdble,  but  he  trusts  that  they  may  he  resumed  at  no  distant 

aft  . 

With  the  advent  of  peace  the  Council  hopes  that  the  work  and 
publications  of  the  Kent  Lrchseological  Society  maybe  resumed, 
so  far  as  circumstances  allow,  on  their  pre-war  basis.

Explanatory  Note  by   Sir    William  SI.  John   Hofe. 


St.  Hugusttne's  abbcv>,  Canterbury. 

It  lias  long  been  held  by  those  able  to  express  an  opinion,  that  if  ever  the  opportunity  should 
occur  of  uncovering  and  excavating  the  site  of  the  nave  of  St.  Augustine's  Abbey  at  Canterbury, 
there    would    be  found  below  the  ,1   the  remains  of  the  church  which   was  begun    for 

St.  Augustine  himself  in  598  by  Ethelbert  king  of  Kent,  and  hallowed  in  613. 

The  e   cavation  of  the  north  aisle  and  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  nave  which  formed  the 
riks'  quire  became  possible  in  1914  and  1915,  with   results  of  thegreatest  interest  and  historical 
importance. 

First  there  came  to  light  the  unexpected  remains  of  a  large  octagonal  building,  with 
foundations  of  an  inner  ring  of  piers,  which  can  be  identified  with  an  unfinished  work  of  Abbot 
Wulfric  before  1059. 

Further  search  revealed  the  lower  parts  of  the  walls  of  the  actual  chapel  or  portions  of 
St.  in    which    St.    Augustine    and  Ins  live    immediate    successors   as    Archbishops    of 

Canterbury  are  recorded  to  have  been  buried;  and  in  it  there  still  remained  the  empty  tombs  of 
Lawrence  who  succeeded  Augustine,  of  Mellitus  the  lirst  Bishop  of  London,  and  of  Justus  the 
first  Bishop  of  Rochester.  The  other  tombs  had  been  destroyed  in  the  eleventh  century  when  the 
remains  of  all  six  Archbishops  were  translated  into  Abbot  Scotland's  new  presbytery. 

Besides  these  remains,  there  are  the  foundations  of  an  apse  and  other  portions  of  a  much 
larger  Saxon  church  which  had  enclosed  King  Ethelbert's  building.  How  far  this  extended  west- 
wards can  not  at  present  be  ascertained. 

There  is  every  reason  for  supposing  that  the  remains  already  uncovered  towards  the  north 
exist  in  duplicate  towards  the  south  anil  that  parallel  with  the  chap.'l  with  the  Archbishops' 
tombs  is  the  ipel  of  St.  Martin,  in  which  Bishop  Letard,  Queen  Bertha    tnd   King 

Ethelbert,  and  Kmur  Eadbald  and  his  Queen   Emma  were  burn    I 

Hut  the  site  of  this  chapel  and  most  of  tin  I  of  the  south  aisle   of  the  great  church 

underlie  part  of  the  premises  of  the  Kent  ami  I    tnterbury  Hospital  and  cannot  be  excavated   until 
l  emoval  of  a  large  laundry,  etc.  used  by  tin    Hospital. 

The  Bo  I  it  ill  the  Hospital  has  done  its  best  to  meet  St.  Augustine's  College 

in  the  matter,  and  by  Resolution  oi    !0tb  December,  1918,  confirmed  on  10th  January,  1919, 
agreed  to  lease  to  the  College  for  sixtj   years,  .it  a  peppercorn  renl  of  £\  per  annum  (the  present 
sum    paid  for  the  right  of  way  and  use  of  the  ground  now  belonging  to  the   Hospital  in    the 
occupation  ol  i  .  all  the  ground  necessary  to  lay  bare  the  foundations  of  the  nave,  south 

aisle  and   south   transept  and  of  any   cl  I   of   the  south   transept   of   the    Norman    Abbey 

Church:  lition  tii.it  the  Coll.  tor  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  laundry  and  mortuary, 

which  tue  to  be  rebuilt  at  the  cost  of  the  College  and  those  acting  with  the  College,  according  to 
the    plans    appro  H   i  pital   architect,    Mr.   Jennings;     the  cost  of  this    Mr.    Jennings 

estimates  at  £"2,500,  present  prices.  The  exi  ting  buildings  are  not  to  be  removed  without  the 
consent  of   Hospital  until   the  are  ready.

Explanatory  Note  by  Sir   William  Si.  John   Hope. 


St.  Hugustine's  Hbbeg,  Canterbury. 

It  has  long  been  held  by  those  able  to  express  an  opinion,  that  if  ever  the  opportunity  should 
occur  of  uncovering  and  excavating  the  site  of  the  nave  of  St.  Augustine's  Abbey  at  Canterbury, 
there    would    be  found  below  the  floor  level  the  remains  of  the  church   which   was  begun    for 

ugustine  himself  in  598  by  Ethelbert  king  of  Kent,  and  hallowed  in  613. 

The  excavation  of  the  north  aisle  and  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  nave  which  formed  the 
Monks'  quire  became  possible  in  1914  and  1915,  with  results  of  the  greatest  interest  and  historical 
importance. 

First  there  came  to  light  the  unexpected  remains  of  a  large  octagonal  building,  with 
foundations  of  an  inner  ring  of  piers,  which  can  be  identified  with  an  unfinished  work  of  Abbot 
W'ulfric  before  1059. 

Further  search  revealed  the  lower  parts  of  the  walls  of  the  actual  chapel  or  portions  of 
St.  Gregory  in  which  St.  Augustine  and  his  five  immediate  successors  as  Archbishops  of 
Canterbury  are  recorded  to  have  been  buried;  and  in  it  there  still  remained  the  empty  tombs  of 
Lawrence  who  succeeded  Augustine,  ol  Mellitus  the  first  Bishop  of  London,  and  ol  Justus  the 
first  Bishop  of  Rochester.  The  other  tombs  had  been  destroyed  in  the  eleventh  century  when  the 
remains  of  all  six  Archbishops  were  translated  into  Abbot  Scotland's  new  presbytery. 

Besides  these  remains,  there  are  the  foundations  of  an  apse  and  other  portions  of  a  much 
larger  Saxon  church  which  had  enclosed  King  Ethelbert's  building.  How  far  this  extended  west- 
wards can  not  at  present  be  ascertained. 

There  is  every  reason  for  supposing  that  the  remains  already  uncovered  towards  the  north 
exist  in  duplicate  towards  the  south  and  that  parallel  with  the  chapel  with  the  Archbishops' 
tombs  is  the  cm  ■  .  oi  St.  Martin,  in  which  Bishop  Letard,  Queen  Bertha  and  King 

Ethelbert,  and  King  Eadbatd  and  bis  Queen  Emm  i  were  bui  h   1. 

But  the  site  of  this  chapel  and  most  of  the  nave  and  of  the  south  aisle  of  the  great  church 
underlie  part  of  the  premises  of  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  and  cannot  be  excavated  until 
the  removal  of  a  large  laundry,  etc.  used  by  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Management  of  the  Hospital  has  done  its  best  to  meet  St.  Augustine's  College 
in  the  matter,  and  by  Resolution  of  20th  December,  1918,  confirmed  on  10th  January,  1919,  has 
agreed  to  lease  to  the  College  for  sixty  years,  at  a  peppercorn  rent  of  £\  per  annum  (the  present 
sum  paid  for  the  right  of  way  and  use  of  the  ground  now  belonging  to  the  Hospital  in  the 
occupation  of  the  College),  all  the  ground  necessary  to  lay  bare  the  foundations  of  the  nave,  south 
aisle  and  south  transept  and  of  any  chapel  east  of  the  south  transept  of  the  Norman  Abbey 
Church:  on  condition  that  the  College  pays  for  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  laundry  ami  mortuary, 
which  are  to  be  rebuilt  at  tiie  cost  of  the  College  and  those  acting  with  the  College,  according  to 
the  plans  approved  by  the  Hospital  architect,  Mr.  Jennings;  the  cost  of  this  Mr.  Jennings 
estim.i  I,  present  prices.     The  existing  buildings  are  not  to  be  removed  without  the 

consenl  Ho  pital  until  the  new  ones  are  ready.     (This  applies  to  the  laundry  only,  since  the 

new  mortuary  is  to  be  built  out  of  the  removed  materials  of  the  existing  mortuary). 

The  site  to  be  acquired  covers  all  the  Abbey  not  yet  in  the  occupation  of  the  College,  and 
when  excavated,  visitors  ought  to  be  able  to  see  the  plan  of  the  whole  of  the  Norman  Abbey 
Church,  the  remains  of  King  Ethelbert's  church  with  the  chapels  of  St.  Gregory  and  St.  Martin, 
and  of  the  later  Saxon  church  that  enclosed  King  Ethelbert's.  The  work  will  also  include  the 
site  of  St.  Anne's  chapel,  to  which  the  bodies  out  of  St.  Martin's  chapel  were  removed  in  1091, 
and  where  the  bones  of  Queen  Bertha  and  Bishop  Letard  in  all  probability  still  repose. 

To  comply  with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Hospital  and  to  excavate  the  site  when 
acquired  will  cost  in  all  some  ,£"3,000  towards  which  about  £800  has  already  been  promised. 

The  work  will  be  carried  out  by  the  College  Authorities,  with  the  help  of  Sir  William 
St.  John  Hope,   Lord  Northbourne,  and  the  Kent  Archaeological  Society. 
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
